This commission will include 
the Committee of Experts, who 
will particularly consider — the 
chiuses dealing with German as- 
nets and “with United Nations 
property in Austria, and will be 
charged with establishing con- 
crete facts on these two sub-

During tonight's meeting M. 
Molotov. replied to General 
Marshall's’ atatement yesterduy, 
both on the question of a four- 
power treaty for disarming 
Gcrmany and on the Austrian 
treaty, M. Molotov. repeated 
almost identically the argu- 
ments that he used yesterday 
on the four-power treaty. He 
insisted that the Soviet attitude 
did not amount to rejection of 
the idea of a four-power treaty. 

The Soviet “omendments,” he 
said, were directed at rectifying 
the shortcomings of the -Ame- 
rican draft, N..

Lord Samuel, speaking on the 
subject of immigraticn into Pales- 
tine during a debate in the House 
of Lords yesterday, said that the 
Government had allowed’ 1,600 
immigrants per month into the 
country.
